SURGEON HAD TO CUT 
OPEN JUGULAR VEIN 
TO SAVE MAN’S LIFE. 


After having been carried into the 
Beth Israel hospital, at Jefferson and 
C herry streets. New York city, in a 
com atose condition suffering from e 
brain trouble that threatened momen­ 
tarily to end his life, Morris Tessler, 
l.r», of 16 Sufflok street, w alked 
out 
recently w ith his wife and son. 
II** 
was saved by an operation rem arkable 
for his skill, delicacy and daring. 
T essler had suffered for m any years 
wi*h 
an 
ear 
trouble 
that 
finally 
brought ii bout a congestion of one aide 
of the brain. 
This so seriously inter­ 
fered with the entire circulation of the 
blood of his body that death was im ­ 
minent. 
The congested condition rob­ 
bed him of his senses and bad be­ 
gun to spread downward toward his 
heart 
The remedy to prevent death was 
necessarily 
heroic. 
It 
necessitated 
lancing of his jugular vein. 
A knife 
wound in the jugular vein, as iB gen­ 
erally known, is Inevitably fatal. 
In 
th is case the physicians had to make 
an incision and then most carefully 
guard the flow of blood and in the 
right instant close ‘he wound. 
The operation was wholly success­ 
o r, the coma into which Tessler had 
been sunk being instantly relieved and 
his circulation made normal. 
Reca­ 
libration followed swiftly, and when 
T essler left the hospital ,14 days after 
he had been on the operating table, 
It was without the slightest indica­ 
tion of weakness, 
His color was good 
and his step firm.

The remedy is given in the form of 
a panto or ointment for tuberculous 
knee Joints and the like

taken through the stomach, and pa­ 
tients with diseased lungs also inhale 
the fumes from the juice of the plant 
The Juice of garlic is very penetrat­ 
ing and goes rapidly through the sys­ 
tem. The ointment, of which the base 
is lard or vaseline or lunoiin. is smear­ 
ed over the affected parts once a day 
and is used principally In tuberculous 
diseases of the skin, bones and joints. 


Consum ed an d Inhaled. 
Tuberculosis of the lungs is treated 
with teftsitooufui doses of the juice 
th ret* times a day, generally before 
meals, iu nine, milk or water. 
Juice 
of the garlic is placed on a handful of 
absorbent cotton in an open Jar and 
the patient Inhales deeply from the 
Jar from fifteen to thirty minutes at 
time throe times a day. 
The treat­ 
ments showed at once the value of the 
garlic as an expectorant and coughs 
diminished. 
In many cases an in 
crease of the red corpuscles of the 
blood was soon noticed- 
Garlic eating nations are seldom af­ 
fected seriously by consumption. Ital 
laos whet keep up their garlic ure not 
often attacked by the disease, anti 
when they are they have been able to 
withstand and overcome it. The |h>w- 
er of Jew s to rt-slst ills has been at 
tributes] by some medical writers to 
the use of garlic. 
The plant was considered a foe to 
contagious diseases long before the 
germ theory was evolved, and Dr. 
Koch iii recent years found that the 
addition of garlic to the medium in 
test tubes stopped Hie growth of the 
tubercle bacillus.

side of the coal face, and a long ut****! 
arm which project* 
over 
Ave 
feet 
from the front of the machine was 
thrust against th e coal a t th*- floor 
line, while the steel bitted 
endless 
chain which moves rapidly around the 
periphery of the arm permitted it to 
eat itg way rapidly into the 
black 
- harrier. 
Once in to its full extent, the direT 
lion of the m achine was changed ma 
terally, and, driving with self-contain 
ed electric motor* both 
the 
steel- 
bitted cleam and the entire machine 
itself, guided by ■cables stretched from 
, side to side of the room, the powerful 
j "iron-man” cut a five foot carf across 
I the 35-foot base of the coal in TI min­ 
utes, and was then
